\. SAMO FRANCISCO, Jan. 22.-San Fran- 
ecico’s “aviation meet produced a new 
Ameritan endurance record to-day when 
Philip O. Parmalee, piloting a Wright bi- 
plané,;‘remained aloft for 3 hours 39 min- 
*utes ®nd 491-5 seconds. The best pre- 
vious’ "Bfficially timed endurance flight in 
Ameriga was that of A. L. Welsh of St. 
Louis; who established a record of 3 
hours 11 minutes and 55 seconds, though 
Archibald Hoxsey, who was killed at Los 
Angetét, was credited with an unofficial 
record of 3 hours and 17 minutes. 

All.4hese achievements are far behind 
the world’s endurance record of 7 hours 
and 45 minutes, made at Buc, France, 
just efore the close of the past year by 
Maurice Tabuteau, when, by a continu- 
ous flight of 362.66 miles, he won the 
@Mfichelm Cup. Henry Farman won the 
‘eup. in. 1909 by a flight ef 150 miles in 4 
hours and 17 minutes. 

Averowd of 25,000 persons cheered 

a e as he circled above them, and 
when he finally descended several admir- 
ets; &fhong them Eugene B. Ely, hoisted 
Parmaiee on their shoulders and carried 
him triumph to a stand in the middle 
of Selfridge Field, where Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss-ether army officers, and a host of 
women crowded about the aviator to ex- 
tend mengratulations. 

1" Tgould have remained up longer,” 
said. rmalee, “but my seat grew so

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DIDN’T KNOW PAUL MORTON. 


And He Was Not Calling on Them 
When He Died, Say the Kiernans. 


Paul L. Kiernan of the Hotel Seymour, 
wno was reported at the time of Paul 
Morton's death in that hotel last Thurs- 
day to be the lawyer with whom Mr. 
Morten was said to have an appoint- 
ment there, summoned a reporter to the 
hotel last night and asked that this state- 
ment be printed: 

‘‘T want to deny most emphatically that 
either I or Mrs. Kiernan ever knew Mr. 
Morton. Neither of us ever’saw him nor 
any of the Mortons that we know of.

‘‘Mrs. Kiernan was at the home of her 
brother, who was ill, on the evening of 
Mr. Morton’s death, and she did not hear 
of it until she returned to the hotel at 11 
o'clock that night. 

‘The interview attributed to Mr. Moore, 
my partner, to the effect that Mr. Morton 
had an appointment with me is absolutely 
false. Mr. Moore never told reporters any- 
thing of the kind.’’ 

Mr. Moore was present at the interview, 
and repeated this denial. 

‘tT do not understand how tiny name 
came to be involved,’’ continued Mr. Kier- 
nan, “ unless it was that Mr. Morton hap- 
pened to be stricken while passing the 
door of Apartment 55, which I had occu- 
pied, but which I vacated in preference 
to another the day before. This apartment 
was vacant at the time he was removed to 
it, and I understand by the account in the 
papers that he died there.

WHAT A LITTLE SNOW DID.

AT ODDS WITH DR. BUTLER. 


Mrs. Young Opposes His Election as 
Chairman of Education Association.

CHICAGO, IIL, Jan. 22.—Dissension be- 
tween Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
of Columbia University, and Mrs, Ella 
Flagg Young, Superintendent of the Chi 
cago Public Schools, both members of 
the Board of Trustees of the National 
Education Association, has broken out 
afresh. 

At a meeting to be held to-morrow at 
the Manhattan Hotel in New York Dr. 
3utler, assisted by two members of the 
board, James M. Greenwood, Superin- 
tendent of Schools of Kansas City, and 
H. B. Brown, President of Valparaiso 
University, -will, it is said, be elected 
permanent Chairman of the Board of 
Trustees. Mrs. Young will not attend the 
meeting, but. her one supporter on the 
board, Carroll G. Pearse, Superintendent 
of the Milwaukee schools, will be there 
to protest against the election of Dr. 
Butler. 

Mrs. Youn says that the adjourned 
meeting in Boston last July named Chi- 
cago as the place of the next meeting. 
At the Boston meeting, when Mrs. Young 
was elected President of the association, 
overwhelmingly defeating the Bastern 
members, wio had held control of the 


association fur years, H. B. Brown was 
elected Temporary Chairman of the Board 


of Trustees, ; 
Prior to this action by the Board of 


Trustees, President Butler had declared 
he would not accept tae Chairmanship. 
When he learned he had not been named 
in the selection of Chairman, he sent a 
letter announcing his intention of ac- 
cepting his re-election as Trustee, and 
added that he was prepared to fulfill his 

‘duties and obligations as Chairman of 
the board from this time forth.” Mrs.

ROB SIGHTSEER OF $10,000. 


Fur Merchant Loses It While Inspect- 
ing Ghiteago Resorts.

CHICAGO, Jan. 22.—Samuel Karp of 
the St. Petersburg Fur Company, Atlantic 
City, told the police to-day that he had 
been robbed of $10,200 while on a tour of 
the Red Light districts.

SUBWAY TRAIN KILLS 
WOMAN ON PLATFORM 





Miss D’Arcy, Caught in Blockade, | 


Leans Out Over Track and 
Shuttle Car Hits Her. 





IS ACCUSED 





Didn’t Give Whistle Warning, Though 
on Wrong Track, Says Woman’s 
Companion—Company Denies This.

Miss Violet D’Arcy, a stenographer em- 
ployed by the Belgian Consul in this city, 
was struck in the head and instantly 
killed by a shuttle train at the Twenty- 
third Street station of the Subway at 
10:40 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The station was crowded, because a 
blockade further downtown had interrupt- 
ed the service. Miss D’Arcy, who stood 
at the extreme north end of the station, 
was leaning out over the track to see if a 
northbound train was in sight when the 
shuttle train, southbound, came in on the 
northbound track. The blow of the car 
fractured her skull, killing her instantly, 
and threw her body against bystanders, 


+ knocking them down. 


At 9 o’clock a northbound local train 
had been derailed at the Worth Street 
Station. It was 10:45 o’clock before the 
full service was resumed. In the mean- 
time uptown local trains were switched to 
the uptown express tracks to run as far 
as the Grand Central Station. A _ local 
shuttle service, consisting of one train of 
five cars, was inaugurated between 
Bleecker Street and the Grand Central 
Station. This train made regular trips 
up and down on the northbound track. 

In the crowd at the Twenty-third Street 
station were Miss D’Arcy and her escort, 
John T. Kewish, a mining broker, of 165 
Broadway, and living at 47 East Twenty- 
first Street. Miss D’Arcy, who was 33 
years of age, and.boarded at 108 Hast 
Twenty-fifth Street, was on her way with 
Mr. Kewish to attend Sunday morning 
service at the Ethical Culture Society at 
Sixty-first Street and Central Park West. 
Dr. Felix Adler was scheduled to speak 
there on ‘‘ Mortality.”’ 

hey had been standing on the platform 
for about fifteen minutes when, according 
to Mr. Kewish, a northbound express 
train pulled into the station on the ex- 
press track. It slowed down, he said, as 
it passed by the station, and the motor- 
man, leaning out, shouted that there had 
been an accident at the Worth Street sta- 
tion. A dozen or more persons waiting on 
the platform leaned far out over the local 
track to see if there was a train in Sight. 

Miss D’Arcy was the last one of these at 
the north end of the platform. She had 
searcely leaned out when the southbound 
shuttie train pulled into the station. The 
ront ena Or the first car struck her 
squarely on the side of the head, throw- 
ing her against Mr. Kewish, who was 
standing next to her and also looking out 
over the track. Mr. Kewish was knocked 
down by Miss D’Arcy, and he in turn 
struck Leon B. Miller of the Twenty-third 
Street Branch of the Young Men’s Chris¢ 
tian Association. Mr. Miller went down 
with the others. Both he and Mr. Kewish 
were bruised and shaken up but not oth- 
erwise injured. 

Several persons ran to Miss D’Arcy’s’as- 
sistance and dragged her to one end of 
the station.» Some one sent for an am- 
bulance from Bellevue Hospital, and when 
Dr. Sweeney arrived he said the woman 
had been instantly killed. Mr. Kewish 
took charge of the body, and later gave 
this version of the accident: 

. Kewish Blames the Motorman. 

‘‘Miss D’Arcy is the daughter of the 
late Capt. D’Arey of the British Navy. 
The family is a well-known Irish one, 
with good connections abroad. Her 
brother is Fitzroy D’Arcy, a broker, of 
60 Broadway. He went to Canada a few 
days ago, but I have communicated with 
his wife, who lives at Roselle Park, N. 
J. Miss D’Arcy’s mother lives in Eng- 
land. Her father has been dead a num- 
ber of years. She has no other relatives 
in this country except her brother. 

‘“‘T have known Miss D'Arcy a long 
time. She was much interested in psy- 
chological subjects, and we had many 
talks on the immortality of the soul. As 
a matter of fact, neither of’us believed in 
a hereafter. We were discussing the sub- 
ject only last night, and when we learned 
that Dr. Adler was to deliver a sermon on 
mortality we decided to go and hear him, 
We were joking and laughing at the sta- 
tion, and when we had to wait there so 
long Miss D’Arcy grew impatient and 
looked down the track to see if there was 
a car in sight. 

‘‘T was looking down the track, with a 
dozen others, but Miss D’Arcy stood be- 
hind me, and was the first to be struck 
when a train without warning came from 
the north. None of us, of course, expect-‘ 





ed a train from that direction on the north | 
track. The motorman did not blow the | 
whistle until Miss D’Arcy was struck. 
Then he blew it long and hard. if Miss 
D’Arey had not been struck I certainiy 
would have been. In a way she saved 
my life. She was thrown against me, and 
I was knocked down, as were one or two 
others. Several people who were stand- 
ing near us told me that they heard no 
warning whistle from the train. I shall 
eertainly. bring suit against the company. 
The accident could easily have been 
avoided by a littic exercise of caution.”’ 


Whistle Blown, Says Supt. Merritt. 
Supt. A. L. Merritt of the Interborough 


gave a different explanation of the acci- 


dent. . 

“There was a block on the northbound 
local track about 9 o’clock, due to a train 
being derailed at Worth Street,’’ he said, 
“The locals were sent uptown on the ex- 
press tracks as far as the Grand Central 


Station. In order to accommodate the 
passengers at the local stations a special 
shuttle train was run. back and forth from 
the Bleecker Street Station to the Grand 
Central statio This train was in charge 
Se Motorman Harry Grant and Conductor 

34. The train was No. 3,130. As an 
added rrecaution a motor instructor 
named Waidler was put in the box with 
Grant. This is a precaution we always 
follow when a ‘shuttle train is put into 
service, 

“As the train drew into the Twenty- 
third Street station Waidler instrueted 
the motorman to blov the whistle, and 
he hid. The train was under reduced 
Speed, but when about ten feet away 
Miss D'Arcy poked her heid out over the 
track and she was struck. There was no 
way to avoid the accident, vigg the motor- 
‘man covild not. stop his train in time. He 
‘brought it to a stop just as ere ‘as 
the could.”’

THIEF RIVER FALLS, Minn., Jan. 
—Soon after the northbound Winnipeg 
Soo Line flier left Erskine this morning 
the conductor found .a man dying in one 
of the berths of the sleeping car. Doctors 
called at Thief River pronounced the man 
dead from strangulation, although no 
marks of violence were visible on the 
body. 

A quantity of whisky and several empty 
flasks were found in the coach. The 
man was traveling on a ticket made in 
favor of L. R. Lowes, Cannington, Ont. 
Relatives were communicated with, and 
in the meantime the local Lodge of Odd 
Fellows took charge of the body, the 
dead man having been a member of the 
organization. 

Upon the arrival of Glen Lowes of Mor- 
ris, Sask., brother of L. R. Lowes, he de- 
clared the body not that of his brother, 
but of a man unknown to him. The case 
is complicated, as Lowes left Chicago 
more than a week ago, homewerd bound 
to Regina. A large sum of money and 
other papers, in addition to the tickets, 
which were identified as belonging to 
Lowes. were found on the body, and the 
further fact that Lowes cannot be found 
leads his brother to believe that he has 
been made away with and his tickets and 
money taken from him. 

A further examination of the body dis- 
closed the deceased was wearing clothes 
made in Utica, N. Y., and cards were 
found indieatinge his name. His laundry 
was marked ‘‘ T. H.’’ The ease has been 
placed in the hands of the police. 

L. R. Lowes, the missing man, left Can- 
nington, Ontario, some weeks ago for Chi- 
cago to transact important business, and 
was to have returned three weeks ago, 
according to letters which his relatives 
received from him. After the receipt of 
the itast letter, dated Chicago anc. on 
Blackstone Hotel stationery, nothing has 
been heard from him. One supposition 
of the police is that the murdered man, 
after becoming implicated in the disap- 
pearance of Lewes, decided to make use 
of the transportation and get out of the 
eountry. 

The body of the apparently strangled 
man was found in Lower Berth 13. Mem- 
bers of the train crew state that a-small, 
dark man who boarded the train at Min- 
neapolis and was apparently much inter- 
ested in the doings of the supposed 
was not on the train when the 
Where ne got off is not 
known, and the authorities are running 
down this clue, which may lead to de- 
velopments of a startling nature. 


BALDWIN OPPOSES TAFT. 


Disputes President’s View That the 
Panama Canal Should Be Fortified.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Jan. * 22.—Gov. 
Simeon E. Baldwin to-night said that he 
opposes the idea of President Taft in 
fortifving the Panama Canal. As the 
Governor iS a member of the Society for» 
the Settlement of International Disputes, 
and has been President of the American 
Social Sciences sociation, his views 
carry much weighf. He said, in discuss- 
ing Mr. Taft’s address made last night 
before the Pennsylvania Society, that the 


President undoubtedly possesses informa. 
tion unknown to the public, but that the- 
oretically the need for fortifying the cana] 
Was not apparent. 

‘‘ President Taft,’’ he remarked, “ has 
the responsibility resting on his shoulders 
of seeing that the interests of the United 
States in Central America are properly 
protected. From the standpoint of an 
idealist the reasons for a contrary view 
to his seem very strong, but the ques- 
tion is a practical one. President Taft, [ 
presume, has announced his conclusions 
without fully weighing the obstacles 
which foreign courts and capitals may 
throw in the way of a purely peaceable 
administration of our commercial inter- 
ests in«that quarter. 

‘The nation from which, naturally, the 
most danger would be apprehended is 
England, and the relations between the 
United States and England have never 
seemed closer than now. I feel quite sure 
that any treaty we might negotiate with 
England regarding the use of the canal 
in time of war would be scrupulously re- 
spected, and if any question of the con- 
struction of a treaty provision arose I 
feel equally confident that England would 
be ready, if we were, to submit it to a 
tribuna!.’’ 


CAR FLOAT SINKS IN RIVER. 


Seven Loaded Freight Cars Slide Off

Fuerstenberg’s Valet with Wardrobe 
Left Behind. 


BERLIN, Jan. 22.—Prince Fiirstenberg, 
one of the Kaisers most intimate friends, 
passed a sorry quarter of an hour at a 
railroad station on his way recently to 
attend the funeral of Prince Hohenlohe at 
\Slawentzitz. He had left Berlin in a 
sleeping car, attended by his valet. When 
he retired for the night the valet retreated 
to the next car with tne Prir-ce’s clothes 
and shoes. These he brushed and pre- 
pared for his master, whom he had been 
orderéd to awaken early in the morning, 
when a change of trains to a branch line 
had to be made. 

When the train arrived at Breslau, how- 
ever, the number of passengers had be- 
come so great that the officials decided 
to divide the train into two parts. This 
was done without the knowledge of the 
vaiet or the Prince, and it so happened 
that the train was uncoupled between the 
ears containing the Prince and his ser- 
vant. On arriving at Landrzin the con- 
ductor awakened the Prince, who arose 
and inquired for\his valet. The man was 
not to be found. having been left behind 
in the second half of the train, together 
with his master’s clothes. The only thing 
left: for the Prince to do was to hire a 
blanket from the sleeping car porter, en- 
velop himself in it, and make a dash for 
the waiting room, where he sat shivering, 


barefoot, in the cold until the arrival of 
the second part of the train.

James E. Martine sent word 
to-night that he would not be well enough 
to come here to-morrow, but his lieu- 
tenants will be in charge in apartments 
not far away from those occupied by the 
Smith men, 

Mr. Smith will be assisted by James R. 
Nugent, Chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, and by other machine 
Jeaders from various parts of the State. 
He will be accompanied to Trenton by 
5,000 members of the Joel Parker Asso- 
ciation and other Democratic organiza- 
tions from the upper counties, in an ef- 
fort to make a strong showing before 
the Legislature, preparatory to the Sen- 
atorial voting on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day. Mr. Martine will have the backing 
of Gov. Wilson and other advocates of 
the direct primary system. 

The fate of the contestants may be de- 
cided to-morrow evening previous to tne 
reconvening of the Legislature, when the 
Democratic majority is to meet in joint 
conference. The Martine men are en- 
deavoring to prevent this conference from 
resolving itself into a caucus, although 
they assert they have plenty of votes to 
insure the selection of their candidate at 
any time. They declare that the Senator- 
ship fight was settled at the primaries, 
and there is now nothing to caucus on, 
although they are willing to talk it over 
in conference. The Smith faction takes 
courage from the unwillingness of the 
Martine people to submit to a caucus 
vote, believing that if Mr. Smith can win 
out in a caucus he can also win on the 
fioor. 

Both houses of the Legislature will 
have sessions to-morrow evening, and 
another flood of bills is expected, but 
everything else will give way in interest 
to the Senatorial contest. The Legislat- 
ure will remkin here this, week at least 


until Wednesday. The two branches will 
vote separately on the Senatorship on 
Tuesday, and will vote in joint session on 
Wednesday. If they fail to elect they 
will continue to vote daily thereafter 
until a selection is made.

COLLEGE CLINIC FOR DOGS. 


Cornell. Medical School Staff Will Op- 
erate on Injured Animals Free. 

















From now on injured dogs, cats, and 
other pets will be attended free of charge 
at the Animal Hospital and Dispensary, 
408 East Twenty-sixth Street. The an- 
nouncement was made yesterday by Dr. 
Frederick Walter Gwyer, Professor of 
Operative and Clinical Surgery in Cornell 
Medical College, who said that donations 
from several wealthy persons had en- 
abled the hospital to enlarge its work. 

The hospital thas been caring for a 
limited number of animal patients, said 
Dr. Gwyer yesterday afternoon. These 
had come from the Animal Clifiic in 
Lafayette Street, conducted by the New 
York League for Animals, of which Mrs. 
James Speyer is the head. The league 
furnishes only medical aid. Owing to the 
increased facilities provided by the dona- 
tions, said Dr. Gwyer, the hospital will 
now be able to take care of all the animal 
patients needing surgical attention that 
may be brought to it. 

Aside from the usefulness of the hos- 
pital to the injured animals Dr. Gwyer in- 
tends that the surgical work shall fur- 
nish instruction to students in Corne!] 


Medical College. This instruction cannot 
be obtained in any hospital for human 
beings, and will be of great value, Dr. 
Gwvyer insists, in equipping students to 
practice medicine and surgery. 

‘We now have space and 
for the treatment of 100 dogs at a tire, 
explained Dr. Gwvyer. ‘“ The average stay 
of a dog is two weeks, though we have 
had some patients that stayed as long as 
three months. 

‘* As soon as a dog comes in he is given 
a bath in a porcelain-lined tub. After 
this he is assigned to a kennel. Before 
going to his quarters he is thoroughly 
dried over a radiator. A diagnosis is 
made with the same care as marks an 
examination of the symptoms of men and 
women, and no operation is performed 
unless it is considered necessary and 
safe.’’ 

In addition to Dr. Gwvyer the staff are 
Dr. Thomas G. Sherwood, veterinarian in 
charge: Drs. Grant. Armstrong, Fried- 
man, Spiegelberg, Di Rocco, and French, 
attending surgeons.

“The school had formerly been a re- 
formatory, and inmates committed for 
crimes had been sent to Matteawan. 
There are no criminals there now, but 
the authorities of the school used an old 
blank on which the words ‘a female con- 
vict’ were printed. The Justice did not 
question this clause and committed the 
girl to Matteawan. She has been there 
nearly a year and has been kept in Ward 
3 with the lowest class of women in the 
asylum.

The men were shot from ambush, and 
Nickell was killed while retreating, four- 
teen shot entering his back, and there 
were eleven shot wounds on his fingers 
and others on his elbows and neck. 

Evans three months ago married a 
daughter of Nickell, who is critically ill 
and not expected to live. 








STUDIED SLEEPING SICKNESS 


Major Roberts Presents a Collection 
to the Army Medical Museum. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—The Army 
Medical Museum has been enriched by a 
collection of flies and mosquitos and many 
photographs intended to illustrate the ori- 
«in and spread of the “‘ sleeping sickness ”’ 
of Africa. This is the work of Major W. 
M. Roberts of the Medical Department of 
the army, who on four months’ leave of 
absence has been traveling in Europe, 
Egypt, and the countries of Northern 
Africa, making an investigation of the 
disease. 

Major Roberts is a student of tropical 
diseases, which he took up with a view of 
improving sanitary conditions for the 
troops stationed in the Philippines and 
Porto Rico. He has made his recent study 
of conditions in Africa wholly at his own 
expense. He has reached the conclusion 
that the disease called “sleeping sick- 
ness ’’ is not due to the one insect hither- 
Lo suppesed to cause it, but is spread by 
other insects also, among them being the 
mosquito, which has already the burden 
of a bad veputation -in connection with 
vellow fever and typhoid epidemics. Mr. 
Roberts will soon go to the Philippines 
tor a two years’ tour of duty, and will 
continue his work in the same line there. 


TUBERCULOSIS TAX PLAN. 


Lioyd-George Writes Hall Caine He 
Has Considered Government Action. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—In a letter to Hall 
Caine, who has been advocating Govern- 
ment measures with the object of stamp- 
ing out consumption, principally through 


the State taking charge of all consump- 
tives, David Lloyd-George, Chancellor of 
the Excheauer, makes the interesting an- 
nouncement that ne has already been 
considering the praticality of dealing 
with this problem in connection with his 
forthcoming scheme of invalid insurance. 

The Chancellor says that the chief dif- 
ficulty is financial, and that it will be es- 
pecialiy hard to estimate the maximum 
contribution which can be levied upon 
werkmen. However, he expresses him- 
self as hopeful of doing something to ar- 
rest the terrible scourge, ‘‘ whose livid 
wheals are deeply marked on the face of 
Great Britaia.”’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—Through mis- 
understanding of orders or by reckless 
disregard of the necessary rules ef opera- 
tion, foreign-born workmen, without act- 
ual experience in mining, who are em- 
ployed in large numbers in this work, 
often imperil not only their own lives, 
but also the lives of trained and ex- 
perienced workers, according to a bulle- 
tin on ‘Fatal Accidents in Coal Min-

A Black Hand Weapon Lays Old 
Mrs. Dieachille Lifeless at 
Family Reunion. 








MAY HAVE AIMED AT ANOTHER 





Family Had No Money, No Enemies— 
Mother Came from Italy Not Long 
Ago and Sons Were Celebrating It. 





It took four 
self-denial for 


years of hard work and 
Francisco and Salvatore 
Dieachille and their sister, Jennie, to 
Save up enough money to pay the passage 
of their parents and their younger sister, 
Catherine, from the old home in Italy, to 
this country, whither the older children 
had emigrated as soon as they were old 
enough to earn a living, but a week ago 
Francisco, the father: Mrs. Dieachille 
and the younger girl reached here. The 
brothers and sister who met them led the 
newcomers proudly to/the little apart- 
ment in the rear of the third floor at 214 
Chrystie Street. 

There was a reunion the night the old 
folks and the little sister arrived, but 
after that Francisco and Salvatore, and 
Jennie, too, had to work hard all day, 
from early morning till late at. night, 
and there was no chance to exchange 
reminiscences of the old country and 
tales of the new until yesterday, when 
the workers had a day of rest. - 

All day the little family kept to the 
rear reoms, the old folks telling tales of 
the changes in the old home; the’ young- 
er members recounting the wonders of 
New York, and it was late before any 
one thought of bed. They had a bite to 
eat together and then, while Mrs. Die- 
achille helped Jennie wipe the dishes— 
almost the first*time in four years that 
she had had the opportunity—the boys 
prepared for bed. 

The kitchen in the little flat is the rear 
room, and its windows open out onto the 
yards that separate the tenement from 
hose in Forsyth Street. Old Francisco 
sat by one of the windows, smoking. Jen- 
nie leaned over the kitchen sink, while her 
mother sat beside her, wiping the dishes 
as the girl passed them to her. 

Mcther and daughter, although well 
back in the room, were directly in line 
with the second of the two windows, in 
which “the sash was raised fully half way. 
In the bedroom beyond, Francisco and 
Salvatore were neurly ready for bed. 
Just before retiring Salvatore stepped out 
into the kitchen to kiss his mother good 
night. 

The boy stretched out his arms toward 
the woman, who rose to meet him, when 
the report of a revolyer or rifle was 
héard. With a ery Mrs. Dieachille stag- 
gered toward her son and collapsed in 
his arms. A bullet had struck her in the 
left breast. : 

The others in the room were panic- 
stricken. Old Francisco threw himself be- 
side his wife’s body, which Salvatore let 
Slip to the floor as he realized that his 
mother was dead. Jennie and Catherine 
were hysterical in their grief. Only the 
boys, though grief-stricken, kept their 
heads. 

Scarcely had the report of the shot died 
out when.Franctsco was out of the house, 
on his way to Forsyth Street, looking for 
the one who had fired the shot. Salvatore 
struggled into a few garments and dashed 
out after his brother, returning in a few 
moments with a policeman and Dr. Fox 
of Gouverneur Hospital. 

But the doctor could do no more than 
confirm the knowledge the family already 
had—that the wife and mother was dead. 
The policeman ran out and notified the 
Eldridge Street Station of the shooting, 
and presently Capt. Day and the reserves 
came up and surrounded the block. De- 
tective Vachris, head of the Italian Squad 
of the Detective Bureau, came, too, with 
Detectives Cavone, Michelli, and others. 
They also searched through the neighbor- 
ing houses and on the roofs, but not a 
trace of the assassin could they find. 

Francisco and Salvatore told the police 
that they were poverty stricken practical- 
ly, and that they had never been bothered 
by the Black Hand. Nevertheless, the 
police declare that the shooting was a 
Black-Hand outrage. They suspect, how- 
ever, that the bullet which struck Mrs. 
Dieachille was meant for some one else 
in the house. 

According to the police, it is a favorite 
method of the Black Hand to shoot at 
their intended victims from “the roofs or 
rear windows of houses backing upon 
the homes of those they seek to kill. 
There have been other shootings of this 
kind on the very block where the tragedy 
of last night was enacted, and there have 
been many bomb explosions there, too. 

Capt. Day and Lieut. Vachris left a 
dozen of their men last night to patrol 
the roofs of the houses in Forsyth Street 
and to keep guard throughout the neigh- 
borhood. Other policemen practically es- 
tablished a cordon around the block, but 
even the police admitted that they had no 
hope of getting the murderer. 

In the little rear flat old Francesco sat 
hours after the shooting wringing his 
hands and muttering to himself beneath 
his breath. 

““He cannot understand yet,’’ 
nie sadly; ‘‘ we were so happy. 


ARMY TO BE READY FOR WAR. 


Recent General, Order Contemplates 
Tests of Field Efficiency. 


The War Department, through Major 
Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, has issued a general order the 
purpose of which is to make every regi- 
ment in the regular army ready for war 
service, if necessary, on an hour's no- 
tice. The order, which is General Order 
No. 7, has been sent to the commanding 
officers of all the military departments, 
and when it becomes operative it will 
mean that every regiment will be in the 
same condition that it was in in the old 
days of the Indian campaigns. 

An experiment was recently made with 
the Eighth Infantry, now on duty at 
the Presidio of Monterey, Cal., to de- 
termine if it was possible to bring about 
the desired conditions in the mobile com- 
mands of the army. An Inspector unex- 
pectedly appeared at Monterey and im- 
mediately ordered. the Eighth into the 
field. The Colonel, the Adjutant, and the 
Quartermaster were absent at the time 
at a luncheon over fifteen miles from the 
post. 

Five days’ rations were promptly issued 
to the men, and within two hours the 
regiment was equipped for thirty days’ 
service in the field. Just as the regiment 
was about to march, Col. Mason arrived 
and took command. 

Gen. Wood's idea and ambition is to 
bring every command in the drmy up to 
the standard of the Eighth, and it is pre- 
dicted that many” other such unexpected 
**hikes’"’ as the one so successfully ac- 
complished by the Eighth will take place. 
It is stated that every order that is is- 
sued now and every change in rations 
and equipment now being made has 
this object in view.

Boston & Maine Stockholder. Criti- 
cizes Morgan and Mellen.

BOSTON, Jan. 22.—-William B. Lawrence 
of Medford, a large stockholder of tls 
boston & Maine Railroad, sent a state- 
ment to the Boston newspapers to-night 
declaring that J. P. Morgan, Charles S. 
Meilen, and their associates had profited 
more than $100,000,000 in the recent finan- 
clal operations of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and that 
they planned similar operations on the 
Boston & Maine.

When he got 
the property there was outstanding just

“EDUCATION LAW IGNORED. 


Many Girls in Bedford Home Can't 
Read or Write, Says Superintendent. 


Dr. Katherine Bement Davis, Superin- 
tendent of the State Reformatory for 
Women at Bedford, told a large audiénce 
in the Church of the Messiah last night, 
that the compulsory education law was 
not being properly enforced in New York 
City. Many girls from Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, who were sent to the reforma- 
tory, could neither read nor write, she 
declared. 





“They have never even seen the inside 
of a public school,’’ she said, ‘‘ and this, 
too, in a city which prides itself upon 
compulsory education. These totally un- 
educated girls who come to the reforma- 
tory, it is true, evade the law. They re- 
main at home oftimes nursing the younger 
children in the family when they should 
be at school. This failure to educate all 
or the children of the city is in a meas- 
ure responsible for the lives these girls 
eventually come to lead.” 

Dr. Davis was peaking on “ Society and 
the Criminal.’’ She said that society was 
largely to blame for much of the crime 
both here and in other cities of the State. 
In the first place, she declared society 
was far too prone to refrain from lending 
a helping hand to unfortunate women. 


““Most of the women who come to Bed- 
ford are unskilled workers,” she said. 


** More than 50 per cent. have been un- 


skilled servants, domestics. Society is to 
be blamed for not having provided for the 
education of these girls in some lucrative 
trade. Society is also to be blamed for 
not providing suitable amusement for 
these poor girls, amusements of such 
healthy nature that all young persons 
crave.”’ 

‘rank Moss, Assistant District Attorney, 
said the one great trouble was that the 
so-called ‘‘ nice’’ people were too prone to 
look upon criminals as far removed from 
them. *“T’'ve seen some very hardened 
criminals in the last year,’’ said Mr. Moss. 
“But TIT haven't seen one yet to whom 
I didn’t feel that I was in a sense re- 
lated. We are responsible to them quite 
as much as they are to us, yet we 
seldom stop to think of that.” 

Mr. Moss said that the present adminis- 
tration of the District Attorney’s office 
aimed to allow no criminal to leave a 
trial room and say that he or she had not 
had a fair show. 

‘There have been others in that office 
who have said ‘ Get ’em in anyhow,’ ”’ he 
added. ‘‘ But that is not the policy of 
this administration. Many an evil career 
can be cut short by the holding out of a 
kindly hand.”’

ACTS FOR HAITIAN PEACE, 
Knox Offers Our Services to Arrange 


Boundary Dispute with Santo Domingo.

Jan, 22.—In response 
the request of Haiti the American 
Government has formally tendered its 
good offices to both Haiti and Santo Do- 
mingo in a friendly effort to bring about 
a settlement of the territorial dispute 
which is seriously threatening the peace 
of the two countries. Secretary Knox 
‘has sent telegrams to the American Min- 
isters at Port au Prince and Santo Do- 
mingo City, directing them to inform the 
respective Governments to which they are 
‘accredited that the United States stands 
ready to intervene in the controversy. 

This action of the American 
ment was taken at the instance of Presi- 
dent Simon of Haiti. 
Furniss at Port au Prince telegraphed the 
State Department yesterday that the Hai- 
tian President had requested the inter- 
' vention of the United States in order that 
'the two republics might not be plunged 
into war. H. Pauleus Sannon, Haitian 
Minister at Washington, on behalf of his 
Government, also communicated the re- 
quest to the State Department. 

Official advices received here indicate 
that the situation is extremely serious. 
While both countries have taken a defi- 
nite stand, from which neither is eager 
'to recede, it is believed here that they 
are both serious'y anxious te avoid war. 
This belief on the part of officials has 
given rise to the hope that the offer of 
the United States will not be declined. 

Basing his statement upon the reports 
he has received from his Government, 
Minister Sannon to-day declared that the 
differences would be settled without con- 
i flict. He said he had received a telegram

An odd feature of the situation-is that, | 
except for certain increases of salary for | 
the diplomatic Secretaries, the changes | 
proposed in the bill are already tem- | 
porarily in force under an Executive or- 
der. In fact, the Consular Service has | 
been run practically on the desired lirfes | 
for four years, while since Nov. 26, 1909, | 
the same regulations have applie® to | 
diplomatic appointments. 

Several bills in recent years have been | 
introduced to give” legal sanction to the 
Executive orders, but always they have | 
failed of passage through the jealous | 
watchfulness of the Senate. Now Mr. ; 
Lowden has evolved a measure which 
will practically insure the same results, 
but which does not legislate away any of 
the functions of the Senate, and the Ad- 
ministration hopes that it will pass. Only 
in this way does the Administration be- 
lieve that the Consular and Diplomatic 
Services can be kept permanently from 
dropping back into the old _ political 
system. 

The Lowden measure varies from other 
bilis of a similar sort in that it does not 
say that appointments shall be made only 
for merit, or only after suitable civil 
service examinations. It simply directs 
that examinations shall be held: that the 
President shall be informed of the results, | 
with a list of persons shown to be eligi- 
ble for appointment in the first place or | 
for. promotion in the second, and that the | 
Secretary of State shall publish along, 
with such lists a table of the comparative 
representation of States. As the list of 
eligibles for promotion or appointment 
would be made public it would be almost 
incumbvent upon the President in his ap- 
pointments to be guided by it, and polit- 
ical appointments, it is believed, would 
become impossible. 

In addition to this regulation, the Low- 
den measure proposes an increased salary 
list for Secretaries of Embassies and Le- 
gations. At present it is recognized that 
the under members of the Diplomatic 
Corps are not expected to live on their 
salaries, any more than is an Ambassador 
at a Buropean Court. These salaries run 
down as low as $1,000 a year, and the 
pending bill raises this limit to $1,200, 
carrying the highest salary—that for a 
Secretary of Embassy—up to $3,000. This 
increase in salary is expected to widen 
the list of eligibles, as more men of small 
means would be able to enter the service.

Reports have 
reached here that for more than a week 
he has been mobilizing troops at Nueva 
Armenia, twenty-eight miles east of here 
on the coast, preparatory to an attack on 
Ceiba. 

Ceiba appears to have more Generals, 
Captains, and other minor military offi- 
cers than ordinary soldiers, and the Gov- 
ernment has experienced considerable 
trouble in enlisting private soldiers who 
are loyal. Durable trenches have been 
built on the outskirts of Ceiba, and the 
Government officers express confidence 
in their ability to defend the town.

A Full Report on Causes of 
Wrongdoing and Possible 
Remedies to be Made.

A comprehensive study of the causes of 
crime and of the lives of persons after 
their release from prison has just been 
completed by the Prison Association of 
New York, and a full report will soon be 


nished the funds for the work. 
the report will not be made public for 
several weeks, it was stated yesterday by 
officials of the Prison Association that 
the investigation is likely to result to a 
large extent in measures intended to pre- 
vent crime in this State, as well as in 
changes in the system of helping released 
prisoners. 

Seven hundred prisoners and ex-prison- 
ers from Elmira Reformatory were stud- 
ied by the Prison Association's special- 
ists, and a complete history of each sub- 
ject has been made and tabulated. The 
deductions from this compilation will be 
used in mapping out recommendations for 
the prevention of crime. 

Of the subjects who were studied by the 
experts, 550 were persons who were re- 
leased from Elmira six years ago. One 
hundred and fifty were prisoners who 
have not yet completed their terms in El- 
mira. Officials of the Prison Association 
consider the results derived from the 
study of released prisoners as the more 
important, owing to the fact that the ef- 
fect of prison servitude on the after life 
of the subjects could be observed. 

At the annual meeting of the Prison 


Association last week it was reported 
that 1,700 persons were helped by the or- 
ganization last year. Of this number 362 
released prisoners obtained employment 
and 1,237 were in charge of the Parole 
Bureau of the organization during the 
year. In pointing out the results ob- 
tained by the association during 1910, the 
General Secretary, F. Lewis, an- 
nounced that during the year seventy-six 


imen were paroled from the various State 


prisons to the association. Of this num- 
ber only four had to be returned to the 
State prisons for violating their parole. 
‘‘The others are all doing well,’ said 
Secretary Lewis in his report, ‘‘ although 
they were the most helpless men of all 
who are paroled, because they had no em-

Great Crowd at Hebrew Aid 
Meeting Hears That America 
Is Getting. Intolerant. 








APPLAUDS SCHIFF HEARTILY 

So Many Try to Enter the Hall That 

Two Are Hurt I: the Crush and_the 
Police Reserves Are Called Out. 








At the annual meeting of the Hebrew 
Sheltering and Immigrant Aid Society 
yesterday the Gardner Immigration bill, 
which proposes to add an educational test 
clause to the exclusion laws, Was con- 
demned and the special boards of inquiry 
on Ellis Island were severely criticised. 

Judge Leon Sanders in his annual re- 
port as President said that the torch of 
enlightenment had been extinguished in 
a gale of reaction, and that even the 
Tnited States had given evidence of 
wavering from its policy of liberality and 
tolerance, and had turned an ear to those 
who would keep out the helpless and for- 
lorn. 

The other speakers were Jacob H. 
Schiff, Abram I. Elkus, Congressman 
Henry M. Goldfogle, Louis N. Hammer- 
ling, and the Rev. H. Masliansky, the 
last named being the oldest orthodox 
rabbi in the United States. The audi- 
torium of the Educational Alliance, East 
Broadway and Jefferson Street, was 
packed, and twice as many as were pres- 
ent could not get in. An hour before the 
doors were opened the crowd stretched 
far down Jefferson Street and more than 
a block north and south in East Broad- 
way. ; 

Two men were injured, one of them 
seriously, in the crush to get into the hall. 
The crowd was pressing against the iron 
railing above the areaways on the Jef- 
ferson Street side when one of the gates 
in the railing gave way and David Laza- 
rus, a tailor of 258 Cherry Street, and 
Meyer Yellen, also a tailor of 77 Broome 
Street, tumbled down into the areaway. 
Lazarus struck on his head. He was hur- 
ried to Gouverneur Hospital, where it 
wa® said his skull was probably fractured 
Yellen was also taken to the hospital, but 
was able to go home later. 

The reserves from the Madison Street 
Police Station were summoned to handle 
the crowd. It took the police more than 
an hour to clear the streets after the 
doors were closed following the announce- 
‘ment that there was no more room inside. 

The meeting was opened with prayer by 
Rabbi Maisner, after which Judge Sand- 
ers read his report. He regretted that he 
could not give to the recapitulation an 
optimistic tone. The picture he wished to 
draw was clouded by the shadows of op- 
pression, and the only message to be 
interpreted from the panorama was one 
of despondency, ‘‘for it is a sad com- 
mentary,’ he said, ‘“‘I have to make in 
announcing that the year just closed has 
been of little joy and much unhappiness 
‘to the eternal wanderer.” 


Sees Intorerance Everywhere. 


“As I gaze about me,” he said, ‘‘I be- 
hold a truly deplorable state of affairs. 
‘Tolerance and liberty have been subvert- 
ed and prejudice is rampant. Russia, the 
fountain head of Jewish emigration, far 
from relaxing its policy of persecution, 
bas continued it with augmented fury; 
Austria yielded to the anti-Semitic agita- 
‘tiqn and foreed many Jewish residents to 
forsake their homes, abandon their occu- 
pations, and depart in poverty for other 
lands; Roumania still pursues its policy 
of persecution; Germany is adding to 
their sad lot with its severity toward the 
refugees who flee from the neighboring 
countries, looking to America as the 
Mecca of their future hopes; England sur- 
rendered to the clamor of the prejudiced 
against aliens, and the Government of 
our own blessed land gave indication of 
wavering from its policy of-liberality and 
tolerance and turned a listening ear to 
the’ voices of those who would raise an: 
impassable barrier to the entry of the 
helpless and forlorn.”’ 

The Jews in America, he declared, did 
not want the diseased or the criminal, 
the pauper, and the contract laborer, and 
the wisdom of excluding these he ap- 
proved. 

“On the other hand,’’. the report said, 
‘we join our liberty-loving citizens in 
asking that every honest. law-abiding, 


and able-bodied man ‘shall have the same! 


opportunity to enter and enjoy the bless- | 
ings of this country as has been accorded 
to those who have preceded him. 

“So far as the immigrants are con- 
cerned, our cities are the training grounds 
for the future Americans. This has been 
particularly true as regards Jewish immi- 
grants. Not only have the. Jewish immi- 
grants availed themselves of all the edu- 





cational facilities afforded by the munici- 
palities, but they | ave also independently 
and at théir own expense created and 
maintained special schools, in order to 
insure and expedite the progress of their 
Americanization.,’’ 

‘“*‘*& tour through this buildinge,’’ Judge 
Sanders said later, ‘*‘ would convince even 
our esteemed friend the editor of The Out- 
look that Jewish immigrants amalgamate 
with American conditions at least as 
rapidly as did the Trish, Germans, and 
Scandinavians who preceded them in the 
days when they were forced to migrate 
from their native countriés.”’ 

Julge Sanders said the congestion in 
this city must be credited to the commer- 
cial growth of the city and not to immi- 
gration. ‘‘ It is no new story,” he added, 
“this bugaboo of congestion. The cry 
Was raised fifteen years ago against the 
Jewish immigrants who then lived in 
New’ York, and that cry has been con- 
tinued ever since, and it is repeated to- 
day despite the fact that those identical 
immigrants are now living either in cot- 
tages in the suburbs, or in smaller towns 
hundreds of miles away from New York. 
or in farmhouses on the mountain side. 
or on the plains of our yet undeveloped 
territories.’’ 

Judge Sanders said there was not one 
scintilla of truth in any statement that 
the Jewish immigrants become public 
charges. From a personal investigation 
he was able to say that the Broadway 
and Bowery bread lines were absolutely 
free of Jews. He was able to prove that 
there was no problem of the immigrant 
poor for the Jews. 

In the year just ended, 72,379 Jewish 
immigrants had landed at New York, as 
against 61,145 in 1909, and of this num- 
ber 53,802 gave New York as their desti- 
nation, the remaining 18,577 departing for 
interior points. The Jews deported num- 
bered only 1,643. 


Hearty Applause for Mr. Schiff. 

In his speech, which was extemporane- 
ous and short, Mr. Schiff, who had to 
wait a full minute for the applause. to 
stop, said that he had a very strenuous 
week behind him, due to the sessions of 
the Union of American Hebrew Congre- 
gations. The spirit developed in that 
convention had delighted him. He com- 
plimented Dr.. Kohler for the paper on 


immigration that he read before the con- 
vention, and believed that Secretary Na- 
el of the Department of Commerce and 
Tabor had learned some things he did 
not know before. He also paid a glow- 
ing tribute to Secretary Nagel for the 
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speech he made on immigration problems. 
Mr. Schiff said he was firmly con- 


vinced that there would be no immigra- | 


tion legislation in this Congress,

was incorporated in October, 1909, aims to 
secure and provide funds for charitable 
and philanthropic work. More than 4 
dozen Jewish institutions in Brooklyn be- 
long to the Federation. President Nathan 
S. Jonas,.who presided, read a report 
which showed receipts last year of $90,180, 
compared with $81,877 in 1909, an increase 
of $8,303.

Textbooks 
May Be 
Responsible. 


cussion of the public 
schools and the unsatis- 
factory educational re- 
sults attained in them 
is going on, it might be well if the quality 
of the textbooks used should receive some 
consideration as possibly having some- 
thing to do with the failure of so many 
children to acquire the knowledge which 
alone should, but unfortunately alone 
does not, give promotion from grade to 
grade. 

It is true that the teacher counts for 
more than does the book on which his or 
her teaching is based and by which it is 
always somewhat restricted, but the book 
counts for something, and even a good 
teacher is seriously hampered by compul- 
sion to use a book written in an obscure 
or uninteresting style, or otherwise ill 
adapted to the needs and capacities of the 
children in whose hands it is placed. Now 
it has been charged more than once that 
the selection of school textbooks is some- 
times determined rather by the influence 
which the writer or the publisher can 
bring to bear upon the individuals or 
boards intrusted with the power of choos- 
ing than by the intrinsic merit of the 
competing works. 

It is rare for those by whom the actual 
work of teaching is done to have a decid- 
ing voice in making this selection, and in 
their confidential moments teachers them. 
selves are not infrequently severe critics 
of books which they have to accept with 
seeming respect—of books which they are 
forced to let their pupils think the ulti- 
mate authority on the subjects treated. 
The newer textbooks are, indeed, very 
different from those of the last genera- 
tion, but it is not quite certain that they 
are all as much better as they are dif- 
ferent, and it would be easy enough to 
prove that some of them impart informa- 
tion to which no higher praise can be 
given than that it would be important if 
true, 

Objection to school textbooks, however, 
is less often based on inaccuracy of state- 
ment than on an inadequacy or ineptitude 
of presentation that produces incompre- 
hensibility and dullness. The latter de- 
fects are in some ways more harmful 
than departure from truth, since it is 
easier to correct errors than to conquer 
well-justified weariness and _ repulsion 
that have extended to all study.

What the trust’s motive may be for 
favoring this bill—if it is doing so—we do 
not know, but whether the motive be good 
or bad, the bill is an excellent one, and 
to pass it at once is the only way for Con- 
gress to silence deserved criticism for not 
having taken the proposed action long 
ago. Had it done so the United States 
might have been among the first, instead 
of being among the last, of civilized and 
enlightened countries to prevent the 
wholly unnecessary use of a substance 
which has long rendered match-making 
one of the most deadly of all the deadly 
trades. 

Few deaths are more terrible and few 
illnesses more painful or incapacitating 
than those that are caused by the necrosis 
of the jaw that comes upon a considerable 
majority of the workers exposed for any 
length of time to the fumes of white 
phosphorus. While it is theoretically pos- 
sible, by the taking of elaborate precau- 
tions by both employers and employés, to 
eliminate most of the danger, in prac- 
tice little ever is done by the employers 
or can be done by the employés, and the 
deadly trade always remains deadly till 
the equally good and perfectly safe form 
of phosphorus is used.

TRINITY CHAPEL’S NEW WORK 


Parish Officials” Plan: | to Make It 
Centre of Sociological Activity. 


The rector and vestry of Trinity parish 
announce that they propose to make 
Trinity Chapel in Twenty-fifth Street, 
just off Broadway, the same centre of 
religious influence and activity for its 
part of Manhattan as Trinity Church is 
in its dstrict. To this end the new vicar, 
the Rev. Dr. John Mockridge, will have 
the help of two assistants well known 
in special work. 

One is the Rev. Ralph Bray, who comes 
to New York from New Zealand He 
came to America to study sociological 
and labor questions, The other is the 
Rev. Roy Irving Murray, for several 
years connected with St. Luke’s parish 
in Scranton, the largest parish in north- 
eastern Pennsylvania. He was first as- 
sistant to the Rev. Dr. Rogers Israel, 
who has just been elected Bishop of Erie. 

Trinity Chapel will have Sunday evening 
services on the line of the services in 
Grace Church. The Sunday afternoon 
service will be continued. Hotel work on 
the lines of that of the Marble Collegiate 
Church has been begun. Within the next 
few weeks the chapel will have special 
meetings for the unday schools, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary of Manhattan, and 
the work of the Episcopal Church for 
negroes. 


DR. BURCH’S CONSECRATION. 


Ceremony of Installing Him as Suffra- 
gan to be Held in Grace Church. 


Grace Church has been chosen for the 
ceremony of consecration of the Rev. Dr. 
Charles 8, Burch, Archdeacon of Staten 
Island, as Bishop Suffragan of this dio- 
cese. It is expected that the services 
will be held on Feb. 15. 

Bishop Burch will be the first Suf- 
fragan in the Episcopal Church in Amer- 
ica.

He sought 
to drive home its significance by showing 
its ultimate effects on the health and 
the citizens, especially those 
of the poorer classes.

Our forefathers would 
have regarded the present activities of the 
City Government as paternalistic to the 
last degree. Our aim now is the health 
and comfort of the citizens. We are no 
longer frightened by the bogy of Social- 
ism. The modern city is a factor of 
greater social significance than any other 
influence to-day. Its activities affect the 
citizens in direct ratio as their incomes 
decrease.”’ 

Mr. Fosdick said he had often been 
asked how citizens could help to bring 
about better city government, aside from 
voting, participating in their party pri- 
maries, and paying taxes. 
suggestions to make—that they should be 
somewhat reserved in their criticism of 
public officials; that they should gain a 
better understanding of the problems of 
government; and that they should have 
more faith in the triumph of democracy 
in city administration, ? 

“It is the general idea,’’ he said, “ that 
anybody who goes into public life, espe- 
cially in city administration, has some 
ulterior motive. Unfounded criticism 
would not be so frequent if the people 
understood what a conscientious official 
is often up against. Take the Police De- 
partment, for instance. It is easy to 
criticise the Police Department, but it rer 
quires the patience of a Job and the 
genius of a Napoleon to run it. 

“The matter of snow removal comes 
in for harsh criticism, but if ever a job 
taxed a man’s patience it is ‘ Big Bill’ 
Edwards's. I know what it is, when @ 
public official is doing his best, not to 
have public opinion behind him. 

‘*Remember that graft is not confined 
to politics. There is more graft in busi- 
ness than in the Municipal Government. 
There is graft in business, graft in 
churches, graft in charitable societies. If 
my department should investigate some 
charitable organizations it would furnish 
material to keep the newspapers scream- 


ing for months. We face an atmosphere 
of graft that pervades not politics alone 
but other forms of organized activity. 

“We need a better understanding of 
the problems of government. How many 
here to-day understand the subway quese 
tion or the details of the budget? Yet 
the City Government is the people's buSi« 
ness, and it will never be honestly ade 
ministered until the people understand it 
better. I don’t believe we need a moral 
awakening. We need the facts. It didn’t 
take a moral awakening to clean up the 
insurance business. It needed a siugues 
to lay bare the facts, and the people did 
the rest. "It isn’t morals we lack, but the 
application of the morals we have to the 
facts. The sole cure for the evils of de- 
mocracy is more democracy. Open up 
the windows and let in the air and the 
light.

DUTY ON 8-OARED SHELLS. 


Boston Appraisers Will Hear Har- 
vard’s Protest This Week. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 22.—A meet- 
ing of the Board of General Appraisers is 
due to be held in Boston Wednesday, at 
which a matter of considerable interest 
to Harvard oarsmen in particular and 
college oarsmen in general is to be 
thrashed out. It is a question of the 
duty to be paid on shells imported to col- 
leges here from Engiand. Last year Har- 


vard received two eight- oared shells from 
England, and was assessed 55 per cent. 
duty on each of them, or $146 duty on 
each. There was a protest from Har- 
vard athletic authorities, and in that way 
the matter is to come up before the Ap- 
praisers. 

The contention by Harvard is that the 
shells should be classed as pleasure boats 
and come in with only a nominal tonnage 
tax, as was the case with a Harvard shell 
a year ago last Spring, although the new 
tariff might make some slight change. 
When the Harvard shell came in a year 
ago last Spring James B. Reynolds was 
Assistant Treasurer in charge of customs. 
Last Spring when the 35 per cent. duty 
was imposed the Assistant Treasurer who 
had charge of customs was James F. Cur- 
tis, a Harvard man.

Philadelphia and Chicago Next in Line 
for Motor Car Shows. 


After the most successful exhibition in 
the history of the automobile industry in 
this country, the work of dismantling the 
interior of Madison Square Garden began 
yesterday. The motor trucks, which 
formed the second part of the Eleventh 
National Show of the Association of Li- 
censed Automobile Manufacturers, were 
shipped to Philadelphia, where they will 
be placed on exhibition at one of the arm- 
ories, preparatory to being sent to the 
Chicago show, 

The experiment of dividing the show 
into two parts proved successful, and the 
volume of business transacted exceeded 
the most sanguine expectations of the 
managers and exhibitors alike. The ar- 
rangement enabled the firms manufactur- 
ing both pleasure and commercial vehi- 
cles to devote exclusive attention to both 
departments without one interfering with 


the other and at the same time display 
the latest models to the best advantage. 

The attendance records eclipsed those of 
former years. During the thirteen days 
of the two shows an average of 20,000 per- 
sons passed the turnstiles daily. This is 
at least 20 per cent. more than last year, 
which was the best in the history of the 
association. There was a decided tend- 
ency on the part of the visitors to minute- 
ly examine the latest products of the au- 
tomobile manufacturers, and the volume 
of business transacted is an evidence of 
the absence of the usual curtosity seekers.

Bouts for the Week Scheduled

The success which has attended the ef- 
forts of Hugh D. McIntosh to raise the 
plane of boxing among lovers of the sport 
in London disposes of reports sent out 
that the lessee of the big arena at Olym- 


pia was dissatisfied with the conditions 
which prevail, and was about to leave the 
field for some one else. The fact is that 
at one of the recent bouts held at Olympia 
fully 15,000 persons waited four hours, 
struggling for admission, a blizzard rag- 
ing at the time, and making it an extraor- 
dinary occasion altogether. 

McIntosh and Jimmy Britt, who is*asso- 
ciated in this venture with the Australian, 
Seem to have touched the keynote of the 
situation through the medium of popular 
prices, which run from approximately 60 
cents to $10, with seats for all. At the 
Moir-Wells bout every seat was sold an 
hour before the doors were opened, and 
before the fight started hundreds were 
willing to pay almost anything to get 
within the inclosure. An attempt was 
made to prevent spectators standing, and 
On the whole the methods of the manage- 
ment have met with nothing but praise, as 
Londoners now know that they can wit- 
ness the best boxing bouts at a moderate 
price and also be assured of comfort. 

On Wednesday Johnny Summers and 
Harry Lewis are matched for the welter- 
weight title, which Lewis won last Spring 
when he knocked out Young Joseph, the 
English champion. On Feb. 1 Porky 
Flynn of Boston, who recently defeated 
Jack (Twin) Sullivan, will box Jack Burns 
of California, who was beaten by Bill 
Lang recently. Sam Langford will be in 
Filynn’s corner. Because of some dissat- 
isfaction over the outcome of the Wells-

International Organization Makes 
Excellent Records 
Thirty Days.

The international aviators made _their 


first appearance in Richmond, Va., on 
Nov. 23, 1910. They closed the New Or- 
leans meet on the morning of Dee. 31, 
three days sooner than had been expect- 
ed, owing to the death of John B. Mois- 
ant. Thirty-seven days elapsed between 
the day of theirsfirst appearance and the 
close of the New Orleans meet, of which 
four were spent in vrailroad travel 
and three more in assembling machines 
and preparing for the flights made in 
Chattanooga, Memphis, and New Orleans, 
so that between Nov. 23 and Dec. 31 there 
was a total of thirty.flying days. The 
following duration records were made by 
the aviators who appeared in Richmond, 
Chattanooga, Memphis, Tupelo, and New 
Orleans during these thirty flying days:

During these thiry flying days Joseph 
M. Seymour, who found his aeroplane 
motor to be not high-powered enough to 
take him off the ground, participated in 
19 five-mile aeroplane-automobile speed 
contests, driving his 120 horse power au- 
tomobile to victory 14 times in the 19 
races, defeating Messrs. Moisant, Simon, 
and Gédrros, and being defeated four times 
by John B. Moisant_ and once by Rene 
Simon. Both in Memphis and New Or- 
leans Seymour established new track rec- 
ords fcr cone mile and five miles. 

During the Memphis meet Rene Barrier, 
competing for the $5,000 Memphis Com- 
mercial Appeal prize, covered the _ six- 
teen-mile course in 10:551-5, or at the 
rate of 87.93 miles an hour, an unofficial 
world’s record, and the fastest time ever 
made by an aeroplane around a closed 
circuit, either unofficially or officiaily 
timed. The course was triangular in 
shape, the two long sides being the width 
of the City of Memphis and the short base 
being a three-mile stretch down the Mis- 
Ssissippi River. The Memphis City En- 
gireer, after Barrier‘s flight, stated that 
he had verified the lengths of the two 
land sides of the course and found’ them 
to.be as announced, 13 miles 104 feet. The 
United States Engineer's office verified 
the base side of the course as 3 miles 4b 


feet, 

On Dec. 28 Rene Simon flew one mile 
around the mile track at the City Park 
aviation field in New Orleans in 57 sec- 
onds, official timing by the New Orleans 
Aero Club professional timers, This is 
the fastest mile ever flown around a mile 
track. It is at the rate of 62.85 miles an 
hour. 

John B. Moisant glided about 9,000 feet, 
with his motor dead, on Dec. 16 at Mem- 
phis, after having reached an altitude of 
9,314 feet as shown by his barograph, at 
which height his carbureter froze. He 
flew in a snowstorm and a gale at Tupelo, 
Miss., on Dec. 19. He flew for 46 minutes 
10 seconds over the heart of the City of 
New Orleans on Dec. 24, the longest over- 
city flight ever made in any kind of air 
conveyance, and the first over-city aero- 
plane trip on record where the aviator 
did not fly as quickly as possible from or 
across the built-up sections. He flew in 
a GO-mile wind on Dec. 29 at New Or- 
leans for 26 minutes 22 seconds, his ma- 
chine at one time standing stock still for 
three minutes, and at another period of 
this flight being blown backward for six 
minutes, despite the fact that its normal 
sneed was 61 miles an hour in compara- 
tively still air, 

It is the intention of Alfred J. Moisant 
to carry on the plans which he and his 
brother had made, exactly as if John B. 
Moisant were still living. The only 
changes will be that the number of avia- 
tors on the road with the exhibition com- 
pany will be increased. The opening of 
several aviation schools is planned in 
various parts of the United States.

EXPORTS GROW $126,000,000. 


Full Figures for 1910, However, Show 
a Decrease in Foodstuffs. 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 22.—The exports 
of the United States increased in the prin- 
cipal articles of trade more than $126,000,- 
000 during 1910 over the previous year, 
aceozrding to figures compiled by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics. They reached the 
enormous total of $1,827,100,000, against 
$1,700,700,000 In 1909. 

Among the articles of manufacture 
showing an increase are these: Agricult- 
ural implements, boots and shoes, auto- 
mobiles, scientific instruments, typewrit- 
ers, sewing machines, electrical machin- 
ery, metal-working machinery, leather, 
naval stores, lubricating oils, naphthas, 
lumber, sheets and platés of iron and 
steel,’ pipes and fittings, steel rails, wire, 
patent medicines, cotton wearing apparel, 
and furniture. 

On the other hand flour, wheat, bacon, 
hams, lard, cottonseed oil, fresh beef, live 
cattle, and other food articles showed a 
decline. The one article of natural pro- 
duction which showed a marked increase 
was cotton, of which the exports in 1910 
were $31,000,000, against $462,000,000 in 
1909. This increase was due, however, 
solely. to higher prices. Gorn also showed 








a slight increase in value—$28,000,000 in: 


1910, against $25,500,000 the previous year. 

Figures thus far recelved by the bureau 
indicate that the total value of foodstuffs 
exported ir 1910 will be about $345.000,000,

COMMODITY MARKETS. 


WHEAT.--The market in wheat made very 
little headway during the last week until the 
close, when prices broke 2@3c in two days, clos- 
ing at the lowest. It at times displayed a great 
'deal of steadiness, but this was followed quick- 
ly by periods of weakness. These conditions 
were rather indicative of the smallness of the 
markets than of any other tendency. It became 
easily congested by the surface trading. Sen- 
timent seems to be rather adverse to values 
im speculative centres, but the developments 
were not of a character to influence operations 
in a way to bring about radical price changes. 
At the Hast, where the market is affected by 
the foreign conditions, the sentiment seems very 
bearish. Illustrating this the Liverpool mar- 
ket is 244@8c a bushel under New York May, 
while it should be enough over New York May 
to cover the free on board charge, the freight, 
and the landing charge in Liverpool in order 
to do straight business between the markets. 


Foreign markets are apparently amply supplied 
with wheat, due to the continued heavy world’s 





lexports, with already a large visible supply on 


hand, and offerings from competing countries 
are liberal. Australia and the Argentine are 
beginning to ship with some freedom their 
new crop wheat, while the crop advices from 
India, which will harvest in March, are of a 
favorable character. Unless some damage de- 
velops the prospects are for a good crop. 

While New York is above the foreign mar- 
kets, it is very much below a parity with the 
West. Compared with Chicago, which is 
claimed to be the cheapest market at the in- 
terior, New York has been from 3%c to ¢c 
premium over Chicago, while it should be in 
the neighborhood of 8c over. The Chjcago 
market is relatively low, compared with St. 
Louls and Kansas City and the Southwestern 
shipping points, but has crept up on all markets 
since the bull movement began. The bull claim 
at the interior is that the fact that Chicago 
is relatively low compared with tributary 
markets disproves the assertions ot speculative 
congestion at Chicago, and shows that the 
American values are being governed by domes- 
tic demand and supply regardless of the action 
of the foreign markets. 

There is certainly two distinct conditions 
bearing on the market, and for the past two 
weeks neither of them seems to pe of suffi- 
cient importance to swing values materially. 
From the standpoint of the forelgn demand, 
American prices are much above a merchan- 
dising basis for export. On the other hand, 
the pressure of wheat from the country 1s 
limited, and the markets have readily rallied 
from any depression shown. At present Ameri- 
can prices are only affected by the foreign 
position in a very limited way. 

There is evidently a considerable surplus 
of wheat available for export the balance of 
this season. Based on the large disappear- 
ance of the past few years and the Govern- 
ment’s estimate of the crop harvested last 
Summer, statistical analysis shows that there 
are approximately 140,000,000 bushels of wheat 
available for export and for carry-over next 
July. It would be a fair sized carry-over, if 
half the amount was exported, and half re- 
tained. This is the bearish side of the sup- 
ply. Possibly the reason why this surplus 
of wheat is not pressing is due, or has_ been 
due, to the weather conditions. It has been 
extremely dry the past year west of the 
Mississippi, and through the Southwest. the 
Situation is quite serious. The low promise 
of the crop situation was shown by the De- 
cember report. There has been little in the 
weather conditions since to promise improve- 
ment, until within the past ten days, when 
there has been a good dea! of preeipitation 
throughout the entire belt. has been 
sufficient in the Southwest to relleve the con- 
ditions there somewhat. Careful observers 
of the crop growth confidently believed that 
the drought, so far, does not necessarily 
mean poor outturn as good rains, when the 
growing period begins in the Spring, will 
make up for a large portion of the present 
unpromising situation. 

CORN.—The market for corn has moved with 
limited lines. The fluctuations have been nar- 
row, 
scale. Western advices indicate continued free 
marketing by the country and ordinarily such 
enormous selling as reported would be @ very 
depressing condition, but there has been an 
active demand. for distribution which is pré- 
venting any accumulation of stocks in the 
visible. The tetal visible supply is only 12,- 
000,000 Dushels, scarcely more than two weeks 
of large receipts. This shows how rapidly the 
corn is being disposed of both for domestic 
and export account. The export demand is 
food. Orders are coming into the market free- 
ly, and the volume of business is shown in the 
shipments which have been about one-half of 
the entire Western receipts. This good demand 
is largely due to the serious crop damage in 
the Argentine. That country is shipping con- 
siderable old corn still, apparently on old con- 
tracts, but the new crop deliveries are ranging 
from 71 to Tic a bushel of 56 pounds, Ameri- 
can gold basis, and these quotations preclude 
any volume of export trade. The prices there 
have-been from 13 to 16c a bushel, the past 
week over New. York May, and 21 to 25c over 
Chicago. The freight from the Argentine by 
direct, line is approximately be a bushel, and 
full cargés from different ports are quoted 
equal to about 7 to 9c a bushel. This does 
not include the loading charges in the Ar- 
gentine or the unloading charges in Europe. 
Freight from New York ts quoted equal to 3 
to Se a bushei, to direct ports, and full cargoes 
Cork for orders about 744c a bushel. These 
also do not include the loading or unloading 
charges, 

OATS.—The market has been quiet and steady 
during the week with business almost entire- 
ly against the receiving or merchandizing of 
cash property. 

PROVISIONS.—The market for hog products 
has developed a good den! of weakness o 
late, amd prices have declined quite sharply, 
due to a larger movement of hogs and to an 
absence of active demand for distribution. 
The packing operations for the weck were in 
excess of last year for the first time this 
season. During November and December, with 
packing less thar the previous year, there was 
considerable increase in stocks of products re- 
flecting very disappointing distribution. De- 
mand hae not been increased this month evil- 
dently, and with increased hog movement, sell- 
ing pressure has developed. A private estimate 
of the number of hogs in the country indicated 
a gain of 1,400,000 over the Government fig- 
ures Of last year. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 


The ability of the market to absorb sales 
was again probably the most important feature 
of the week, but even this in itself was not 
conspicuous enough to attract more than 
ordinary attention. The general run of senti- 
ment is against values and most all profes- 
sional traders have given opposition to all 
rallies, but on the decline the demand from 
shorts and bull support has been of sufficient 
proportions to maintain a steady undertone. 

The future market has held well despite 
unsettied conditions in lard and slow demand 
for compound, which seldom passes unnoticed. 
While the easier tendency in crude was ignored, 
this can be attributed as due to the fact that 
futures for several weeks have been below a 
normal] parity. 

At present the hedging difference is not qute 
on a favorable basis, but interests who havé 
adopted a rather bearish attitude, find that 
the purchase of crude in the South and hedg- 
ing of it in the future market, if not en- 
tirely profitable as a commercial transaction, 
serves to increase the load of the bulls at 
present, and, therefore, it cannot be re- 
garded as totally unprofitable. 

On the whole, however, there is little indi- 
catien of the market emerging from its. rut, 
and although the consensus of opinion is 
that narrow price changes will rule for a 
time longer, it is apparent that this cannot 
continue indefinitely, or, if so, it will be 
practically without precedent, as there is still 
a large guantity of crude to be worked off 
and a good demand to be supplied, so that 
speculative. activity is not wholly unwar- 
ranted. 





COTTON. 

Price changes during the week clearly indi- 
cated the absence of incentive and aiso the 
unwillingness on the part of both bulls and 
bears to become aggressive. The range of val- 
was narrow and although there was con- 
siderable news, which was mixed in character, 
it scemed as though developments had been 
fully anticipated and discounted or were not 
convincing enough to warrant activity, and, 
therefore, at the most came in for discussion. 

In the absence of any cause to attribute 
the da@liness to, operators were inclined to 
await the ginning report, to be issued this 
morning at 10 o’clock- It is a fact, however, 
that even if an extreme is realized, the dif- 
ference in crop estimates can only amount 
to epproximatety 50,000 bales, so that unless 
the report is unexpectedly surprising, it is 
hard to see where any importance will be at- 
tached to it. During the week there were 
several rumors in circulation purporting to 
come from interests in close touch with the 
National Ginners’ Association. It was said 
earivy that this association had reports. in- 
dicating 249,000 bales ginned for the period, 
but later in the week this was modified to 
and still later, other authori- 
ties supposed to be equally well informed 
asserted that the National Ginners’ Asociation 
advices pointed to a very bullish document 
to be issued by the Government. There is 
still a difference of opinion, however, as to 
what this may be, with guesses ranging from 
155,000 to 200,000 bales, and some authorities 
are as high as 215,000 bales. Last year for 
the period there were 140,090 bales ginned, but 
even after the report to-day, views will be 
mixed as to how much ‘cert entire crop has 
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es 


already been ginned.  Neyertheless, after ali 
conclusions are theoretically arrived at, it will 
be found that interests in control of the mar- 
ket will disregard the showing, whatever. it 
may be, and dwell upon the supply and de- 
mand situation, based upon a crop in the neigh- 
borhocd of 11,750,000 bales. 

The long anticipated meetings of mill rep- 
resentatives were held during the week, and 
judging by the action of the market, the re- 
sults were not totally une ected. South 
Carolina manufacinrere desided upon rather 
drastic curtailment. ahd at a meeting of the 
Arkwright lub, reduced operations were also 
recommended, the same to take effect im- 
mediately, and last until conditions improve, 
with the amount and time ef curtailment 
to the discretid#i™ \ the omar ctur 
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argue that the reduced consumption, which 
would be seen, owing in the nurmerous shut- 
dewns, will have a sympathetic effect abroad 
and @ consequent deriine in prices would be 
the result, Evidently, hoWever, the bulls 
were not to be alarmed at this reasoning, and 
emphatically asserted that it would simply 
hasten an improvement in dry goods condi- 
tions, as the readjustment is § inevitable. 
These interests also were of the opinion that 
curtailment, to somé eXtent, is more or less 
& necessity in view of the recent foreign de- 
mand for the staple, pointing out that to date 
exports gre over 1,100,000 bales in excess of 
last year and they are predicting these ship- 
ments to continue until the end of the season 
so that 8,000,000 bales are being predicted. 
This would compare with 6,332,000 bales ex- 
ported ‘last year, 8,586,000 les two years 
ago, and 7,575,000 bales in 1907-08. These 
interests further point out that stocks at the 
beginning of the year were practically ex- 
havsted, so that the amount left for American 
mills is but 3,750,000 bales, assuming that 
the commercial crop will ageregate 11,750,

is hnown that trade conditions tn this country 
are not good, and that the high prices ruling 
will lead to economy wherever possible. Then 
again the fact that latest Liverpool advices re- 
port a slight halt in conditions at Manches- 
ter ig also too important to be ignored, and 
it remains to be seen whether this slackening 
will prove temporary or if it is the beginning 
of o decided let-up in dernand. Some interects 
claim that European spinners had purchased 
far ahead of their requirements several months 
ago owing to many crop estimates in the neign- 
borhood of 11,250,000 bales, and therefore liave 
supplied themselves in larger volume ‘han is 
generally supposed. The decline in bar silver 
abroad is also significant, as this retluces the 
purchasing pewer of China. 

Buils on the situation, however, are confi- 
dent, and while many state that their holding 
tendency is due to the fact that the market 
is tov narrow to permit of liquidation by these 
longs, it 1s known that there can be no im- 
portant reasun why leading holders should be- 
conie aggressive and advance the market. At 
present sentiment is slightly more bearish, 
which naturally improves the technical posi- 
tion, and it can be readily seen that the South 
is ae to dispose of cotton around the 15c 
level. herefore, if futures were advanced, 
cotton mixht be attracted to New York, which 
is not entirely desirable just now, as stécks 
t.lready are heavy, while at the same time it 
is thought that mills would not be stampeded 
in buying, as they probably have requirements 
hedged for several weeks at least. In the 
meanwhile the public is apathetic, and if the 
mills are going to be compelled to pay higher 
prices for their supplies at the end of the 
season, it appears at the moment as though 
outsiders are willing to allow the bulls to de- 
rive the benefit from any such contingency 
that develops. 


GENERAL TRADE. 


There are indications that a more hope- 
ful feeling prevails generally among men 
close in touch with leaders of trade and 
industry over the country, but the 
barometric figures of the country’s in- 
dustry are not yet pointing the indexes 
upward, and’ the two leading mercantile 
agencies seem not to look at the trade 
situation with the same cheerfulness. 

Dun’s Review says: 


Improvement in financial conditions has been 
@ marked development in the past few days, 
and to some extent nee been accompanied*by 2 
more active trade distribution, although the 
industrial contraction of the last half year is 
still in evidence. A more optimistic feeling 
prevails in iron and steel, recent developments 
encouraging hopes of a more active business, 
although current improvement is by no means 
pronounced. While production is still only 
half of producing capacity, and there is no 
decided change in conditions, yet there is new 
export business of note, and increased buying 
by the railroads. Copper is slightly weaker 
owing to the fact that stocks are heavy, not- 
withstanding the big world consumption. Con- 
ferences have been held by cotton goods’ man- 
ufacturers to consider curtailment of produc- 
tions but on the other hand the week shows a 

tf, wholesale and retail! distribution, and 
the. export trade has been especially good dur- 
ing the past two months. Increased orders 
are also reported in the shoe market, impart- 
ing greater confidence to the trade. 

More attention is given to the Winter wheat 
condition. This, on the whole, appears excel- 
lent, the absence of sufficient snow in some 
States being compensated for by the ample 
rains which have moistened the ground in 
nearly all sections. Railroad earnings now 
compare favorably with 1910, the record for the 
first week in January making a gain of 4 per 
cent. Bank clearings outside of New York 
during the week decreased 1.3 per cent. from 
1910, but gained 9.6 per cent. over 1909, while 
in New York there were decreases of 26.7 and 
4.3 per cent., respectively. One of the notable 
gains of the situation is the market improve- 
ment in the foreign trade situation. This was 
revealed in the total figures for the month of 
December, and also shows in the record of 
New York in the latest week when the exports 
Were $16,275,718, against $14,774,887 in 1910, 
and $15,442,543 in 1909. As imports declined 
as compared with the past two years, there 
was an excess of exports amounting to $1,555,- 
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Dispatches from branch offices indicate that, 
‘with few exceptions, general trade shows a 
tendency toward expansion; and a satisfactory 
absorption of Spring goods is anticipated. A 
fair jobbing business is noted at Boston and 
retail trade has beén stimulated by special 
sales. Lake transactions are pending in the 
wool market, while a steady movement ap- 
pears in leather. The general situation at 
Philadelphia reflects little change, aithough 
some leading lines report a gradual increase in 
activity. Retail trade at Pittsburg has been 
stimulated by special sales, and jobbers report 
a fair demand for Spring merchandise. 

Baltimore reports a moderate retail business, 
but jobbers of dry goods and notions receive 
very fair orders. Current trade at Louisville 
compares favorably with last year’s. Little 
change is noted at New Orleans, general con- 
ditions remaining quite satisfactory for this 
season of the year. Retail trade continues ac- 
tive at St. Louis, orders for future delivery 
are received in good volume and reorders are 
up to expectations. Trade in jobbing lines at 
Kaneas City has opened up well. 

At Cincinnati retail business is quiet and 
prospects in the clothing trade are not aito- 
gether bright, but footwear dealers report con- 
siderable tmprovement, while the dry poo 
market is very active. Moderate activity is 
noted in most lines at St. Paul, and orders 
are slightly above the average for this season 
of the year. Jobbing trade is opening up well 
at Minneapolis, with a good demand for dry 
goods, wearing apparel, hats, furs, and foot- 
wear. 


Bradstreet’s says: 


Trade undercurrents are running a little 
more freély in consonance with the progress 
of the season, but the improvement is neither 
widespread nor marked. While the larger 
centres report that salesmen are sending in 
better orders for dry goods and kindred lines, 
less important cities, with a few exceptions, 
principally in the South, agree that trade is 
not better, than falr to good. At the moment 
jobbers are busy on early Spring shipments, 
and wholesale trade has not as yet assumed 
an active appearance. In fact, buyers are 
still displaying a conservatice attitude, pre- 
ferring apparently to buy frequently rather 
than in large volume at any one time. This 
disposition, taken in conjunction with the 
fact that stocks must be light, avgurs well 
for a healthy undertone, but pending price 
readjustments, for which buyers seem to be 
waiting, trade movements tend to be sporadic. 
Retail trade is quiet in most sections, save 
in the South, where the high price of cotton 
has made for a better supply of money and 
improved collections. In industria] lines little 
in the way of improvement has developed. 
On the one hand there is a better demand 
for lumber at Southern points, fertilizers are 
active, farm machinery is in good request, and 
builders’ hardware is in demand, but profits 
in this line are scanty. Brighthess in those 
lines is offset by further weakness in pig 
iron, by continued dullness in the steel trade 
in general, by quietness in and curtailment of 
leather output and by the widespread demand 
North and South for a further reduction in 
cotton-mili production. The East is disposed 
to decrease the output to the extent of 2? 
per cent. while the South advocates an even 
more drastic cut. In the cotton goods trade 
ginghams and the finer-makes of goods are 
relatively best aituated, but coarser articles 
do not make an enviable showing. Wool 1s 
quiet, but manufacturers, who bought the raw 
material at comparatively cheap prices, are 
offering goods at low figures, and other manu- 
facturers, who were not so farsighted, will 
apparently have to fall in line with reduced 
quotations, In the East the shoe industry is 
quiet. Shoe commodity. prices show little 
change within the week, though butter and 
@ges have receded sharply owing largely to 
the fact that supplies from cold storage have 
been thrown on the market. Dry weather in 
the West, throughout Iowa, Nebraska, Oklia- 
homa, and in the Southwest generally is not 
jeemed to be beneficial to Winter wheat. 
Collections are irrerular, beine slow at many 
points, and probably not better than fair on 
the whola.

Not all 
persons were capable of religious devel- 
opment, said Dr. Adler, but in the training 
of the child it was well to assume that he

He wanted to say, however, what a 
great mistake he thought it to force chil- 
dren into religious exercises which they 
could not understand, to give them re- 
ligious food that they were not fitter to 
dig est intellectually. He did not believe 
that any child liked to go to church. The 
ways of religion, he went on, should be 
ways of pleasantness and peace. Compel- 
ling children to memorize things and to 
say them off by rote not only did no good, 
but actually imperiled their real religious 
training. 

Dr. Adler then touched upon what he 
thought ought to be done in the proper 
development of the religious side of the 
child. Aesthetic training was very im- 
portant, he declared, and a child should 
be led to realize that he is an integral 
part of a community, with duties toward 
his fellows, as a good beginning toward 
the final realization as to his place in 
the universe. 

Dr. Aked declared that American pa- 
rents frequently imperiled the religious 
training of their children by putting 
themselves on a level with them. The 
American idea of equality had gone so 
far that mothers and fathérs often made 
themselves merely comrades of their 
children. The parents should so regulate 
their conduct that their children should 
consider them somewhat in the light of 
divine vice regents. 

The Rev. Dr. George W. Knox of the 
Union Theological Seminary, speaking ot 
the dynamic value of a spiritual ideal, 
called attention to the remarkable com- 
mercial and military development of Ja- 
pan, where he was a missionary for many 
years. The splendid commercial and mili- 
tary attainments of Japan, he said, were 
but the outward showings of a spiritual 
ideal of a whole people: erhaps that ideal 
was not the highest, not the truest, but 
it was an ideal, and one that held to- 
gether and animated all the people of an 
entire nation.
